THE WAR 


TUESDAY. 


The sweep of the German army, de- 


signed to obtain possession of the 
north coast of France, has bfen ef- 
fectually checked by the allies, ac- 
cording to official statements in Paris. 
The Anglo-French army, assisted by 
the Belgians, Is said to have assumed 
the offensive along the extreme left 
wing ot their line, and to have pushed 
the Germans back. 


Russian forces are slowly driving 


the German army of Invasion back- 
ward, in the battle bPtween Warsaw 
and Ivangorod, in Russian Poland, ac- 
cording to official statements made In 
Petrograd. Fighting here is along a 
line 
135 miles In length. 
Farther 


south, In a battle south of Prx.emysl, 
in Gallcia, the Russians also are re- 
ported to he driving the Austrians 
back. 


WEDNESDAY, 


Attacks by German forces all along 


the Franco-Belgian frontier increa.-erl 
In violence, with the arrival of rein- 
forcements whir-h have been hurried 
to the front, according to an official 
statement from Paris. 


Heavy fighting Is reported 
from 


Nleuport, through Dlxmunde to La 
Bassee, south of Lille. Thus far, the 
Paris statement asserts, the allies have 
held firmly at all points, and at some 
places have driven the Germans back. 


A dispatch from Petrograd says that 


the Russians have captured a largo 
quantity of aillllery near Lyck, in 
East Prussia, and that in the opera- 
tions near Warsaw, fn Russian Poland, 
they have taken fifty guns and many 
prisoners from thp Germans. 


THURSDAY. 


Vigorous attacks at points extend- 


ing along virtually the entire battle 
line of 200 miles, from the extreme 
north wing In Belgium, to the south, 
near Verdun, are being delivered by 
the German army in an attempt to 
force the allies' lines.

CARMAN JURY 


FAILSJO AGREE 


Stood 10 to 2 For Acquittal 


and Are Discharged. 


Because two of its number insisted 


that Mrs. Florence C. Carman had 
murdered Mrs. Louise E. Bailey In 
Freeport last July, while ten others 
declared she was 
guiltless of that 


crime, the jury In the murder trial 
at Mineola, L. L, after having been 
out fourteen hours, was discharged by 
Justice Kelby. 


Five ballots were taken, the first 


being nine to three for acquittal. Al- 
ter that but two remained steadfast In 
their belief that Mrs. Carman was 
guilty. 


Mrs. Carman was carried back to 


the county jail completely crushed. 
On Monday she was released on $25,- 
000 bail and immediately returned to 
her home. 


It was a terrible ordeal that Mrs. 


Carman underwent. She plainly show- 
ed the suffering she had experienced 
when she came Into court after the 
jury had sent word that it wished to 
consult with Justice Kelby. For hours 
she had been in a nervous collapse 
and was only kept up through, drink- 
ing strong black coffee. 


That the failure to acquit Mrs. Car- 


man was unpopular was shown by the 
cool reception given to the two jurors 
who had voted for her conviction. 
They 
were 
William G. Hovey, of 


Woodmere, and James H. Aston, of 
Port Washington. 


They hurried from the court room, 


and deputy sheriffs surrounded them 
to prevent any hostile demonstrations 
toward them. But the other ten jur- 
ors were given a rousing demonstra 
tion by the hundreds who congregated 
outside the court room.

Because two of its number Insisted 
that Mrs. Florence C. Carman had 
murdered Mrs. Louise E. Bailey In 
Freeport last July, while ten others 
declared she was 
guiltless of that 
crime, the Jury In the murder trial 
at Mineola, L. I., after having been 
out fourteen hours, was discharged by 
Justice Kelby. 


Five ballots were taken, the first 
being nine to three for acquittal. Af* 
ter that but two remained steadfast Id 
their belief that Mrs. Carman was 
guilty. 


Mrs. Carman was carried back to 
the county Jail completely crushed, 
On Monday she was released on $¡¿5,- 
000 bail and immediately returned to 
her home. 


It was a terrible ordeal that Mrs. 
Carman underwent. She plainly show* 
ed the suffering she had experienced 
when she came Into court after the 
jury had sent word that it wished to 
consult with Justice Kelby. For hours 
she had been in a nervous collapse 
and was only kept up through drink­ 
ing strong black coffee. 


That the failure to acquit Mrs. Car 
man was unpopular was shown by the 
cool reception given to the two jurors 
who had voted for her conviction. 
They 
were 
William G. Hovey, of 
Woodmere, and James H. Aston, of 
Port Washington. 


They hurried from the court room, 
and deputy sheriffs surrounded them 
to prevent any hostile demonstrations 
toward them. But the other ten Jur 
ors were given a rousing demonstra 
tlon by the hundreds who congregated 
outside the court room. 


The crowd insisted upon 
making 
heroes of them, and when the fore 
man, Robert F. Ludlum, of Oyster 
Bay, appeared, he made a speech and 
said that he and the other nine men 
had tried to do their duty. 
He was 
cheered, and the throng insisted upon 
escorting him to the railroad staiioa, 
cheering him on the way. 


It was known when the Jury enter 
ed—solemn 
faced and pale from a 
night of bitter wrangling, so loud that 
the discussion could be plainly heard 
outside the court house—that it had 
disagreed. Hundreds had fought their 
way Into the court room, having ra 
malned In the village hotels, while a« 
many more clamored for admission 
only to be denied. 


Mrs. Carman broke down complete­ 
ly when she was told she would have 
to spend at least another day In the 
cell In tho jail. 
She tried to regain 
her composure, but it was Impossible 
and she fell over Into the arms of hoi 
sister, Mrs. Powell, Dr. Carman was 
so beside himself with disappointment 
t.iat he vacantly watched hJs wife be 
lug carired from the court room, li* 
muttered over ad over again*

By far the most transcendent ex- 


ample of teeth decoration which has 
at present come to light in America, 
is in a skull discovered in 1909 at a 
place called La Piedra, near the point 
on the right bank of the Esmeraldas 
river where it empties into San Mateo 
bay. 
It was accidentally found by Mr. 


Pinzon and Mr. George D. Hedian, the 
latter an American consular agent at 
Esmeraldas, and was kindly presented 
by Mr. Hedian for the Heye museum 
during my visit to Ecuador last sum- 
mer. 
The skull was seen projecting 


from the bank, but no other parts of 
the skeleton were uncovered, probably 
having been washed away after the 
bank was undermined. 


The upper part of the skull Is in 


fragments, but is restorable. 
The 


skull, slightly deformed, is that of an 
adult female. The decoration of the 
teeth Is unique and presents a new 
type of facial ornamentation. In- 
stead of small disks being set into arti- 
ficial cavities we find in this case that 
certain teeth of the upper jaw were al- 
most entirely covered on the outer 
face by an overlay of gold. 
The en- 


tire enamel of the teeth decorated has 
been removed, with the exception of 
narrow bands at the bases and the up- 
per parts, where they were close to 
the flesh and embedded in tho jaw. 


The 
removal of the 
enamel Is 


through to the dentine and was skill- j 
fully accomplished. It appears that in 
some instances sawing was done slight- 
ly under the enamel, at the upper part, 
so that the gold overlay, or covering, 
might be fitted under it in order to 
make It more secure. The tenth thus 
practically "face-crowned" 
are tho 


lour incisors and the two canines. 
The overlays arc missing in all but 
one of the teeth, the loft lateral in- 
cisor. This gold covering Is slightly 
folded or bent over each side of the 
tooth for greater security.

By far the most transcendent ex­ 
ample of teeth decoration which has 
at present come to light in America 
is in a skull discovered in 1909 at a 
place called La Piedra, near the point 
on the right bank of the Esmeraldas 
river where it empties into San Mateo 
bay. It was accidentally found by Mr. 
Pinzon and Mr. George D. Hedian, the 
latter an American consular agent at 
Esmeraldas, and was kindly presented 
by Mr. liedlan for the Heye museum 
during my visit to Ecuador last sum­ 
mer, 
The skull was seen projecting 
from the bank, but no other parts of 
the skeleton were uncovered, probably 
having been washed away after the 
bank was undermined. 


The upper part of the skull is in 
fragments, 
but is restorable. 
The 
skull, slightly deformed, is that of an 
adult female. 
Tho decoration of the 
teeth is unique and presents a new 
type of facial ornamentation. 
In­ 
stead of small disks being set into arti­ 
ficial cavities wo find In this case that 
certain teeth of the upper jaw were al­ 
most entirely covered on the outer 
face by an overlay of gold. 
The en­ 
tire enamel of the teeth decorated has 
been removed, with the exception of 
narrow' bands at the bases and the up­ 
per parts, where they were close to 
tho flesh and embedded In the jaw, 


The removal of the enamel is 
through to the dentine and was skill­ 
fully accomplished. It appears that in 
some instances sawing was done slight­ 
ly under tho enamel, at the upper part, 
so that the gold overlay, or covering, 
might be fitted under it Jn order to 
make it more secure. The teeth thus 
practically 
“face-crowned“ 
are the 
lour incisors and the two canines. 
Tho overlays are missing in all but 
one of the teeth, the left lateral in* 
cisor. 
This gold covering is slightly 
folded or bent oyer each side of the 
tooth for greater security.

Heavy Paeturing Condemned. 


Heavy pasturing of alfalfa is not 
advised. The number of animals per 
acre should be eo regulated that two 
or three small cuttings of hay may 
be taken from the field. This is nec­ 
essary to insure tender green growth 
for grazing. When little buds begin to 
shoot at the base of the stalk the 
alfalfa should be cut. In a very few 
lays a fresh new growth makes its 
%ppearance. 
Overpasturing, 
without 
occasional cutting, also tends to in­ 
jure the crowns of the plant and even­ 
tually destroys the stand.

cornea, and the crystalline lens cuts 
off completely those that straggle 
through toward the retina.

Penury by Vanished Funds. 


EVEN 
QUEEN 
FEELS 
PINCH 


King George Comes to Aid of Relative 


Toe Poverty-Stricken to Pay His 


Grocery Bill—Prince Arthur 


Has Rich Wife. 


London.—All because of the war, 


which spares neither the high nor the 
lowly, several minor royalties resi- 
dent in" England find themselves with 
in hailing distance of the poorhouse 
as a result of having been deprived al- 
together of their incomes and several 
of them actually would be in want but 
for the fact tha"t King George has 
come to their assistance 
Meanwhile 


not only the king and queen them- 
selves but several of the other most 
exalted members of the royal circle 
have been bard hit in a financial way, 
and at least one of them has been 
placed in a mightily embarrassing and 
humiliating position. 


Prince Christian's Income Gone. 
Prince and Princess Christian, for 


example, have had their entire private 
Income which came from German gov- 
ernment annuities and money invested 
in German securities swept away The 
prince, however, as the chief ranger 
at Windsor, has a salary of $2,000 per 
annum and as such he also occupies 
Cumberland Lodge, one of the finest 
residences at Windsor in the king's 
gift, rent free. 


It is absolutely impossible for the 


prince to keep up this establishment 
on a salary of only $2,000 a year, 
which would not be sufficient to pay, 
the servants' wages. The prince and 
his family before the war had an in- 
come of about $14,000 per annum, and 
this has now absolutely ceased, for it 
all came from Germany. 


Prince Christian, like many other 


minor royalties in England, lived up 
to the last penny of his income, and 
when sudden financial pressure came 
he had no resources of any sort to fall 
back on, and tradesmen about Wind- 
sor, to many of whom the prince was 


• in debt, refused to deliver the usual 
monthly orders without cash when 
xhe prince could not pay. 


King George came to his relative's 


aid and arranged with the tradespeo- 
ple at Windsor to supply Cumberland 
lodge with necessaries in the way of 
food. 


Queen's Brother in Bad Way. 


Prince and Princess Alexander of 


Teck, who are notoriously among the 
most impecunious of royalties in Eng- 
land, have also lost practically all 
their private moans through the war. 


The prince, who is, of course, Queen 


Mary's brother, received an Income of 
about four thousand dollars per annum 
from interest on mortgages on real 
estate in North Germany, and the prin- 
cess has about two thousand dollars 
per annum from German government 
annuities. 


Queen Mary has had to come from 


time to time to tho aid of her brother, 
but her majesty now hns to support 
both him and the princess and their 
family altogether. 
Tho prince was 


appointed somn liltlo while back gov- 
ernor general of Canada, but it is un- 
likely that his royal highness will go 
to Canada until Hie war Is over. 


The prlnco and piim-oss \\ltli their 


family nro now oceupj-lug n few rooms 
at St. Jnme.s palace 
They liavo but 


two servants and nre, living in tho 
plnlnent and simplest manner. 


Of all royalties In England tho ox- 


king of Portugal and Queen Victoria, 
his wife, have suffered most severely 
in pocket by the war, and the royal 
residence at Twickenham has been 
thrown into utter confusion 


The whole of the income of the 


queen 
was 
derived from 
German 


sources, and of course ceased, but that 
did not amount to very much, not 
more than a few hundreds a year. But 
King Manuel, who had invested very 
largely lately in Russian and French 
securities, on the advice of his banker 
in Paris, has for the moment been de- 
prived of nearly the whole of a con- 
siderable income, excepting the inter- 
est on some of his holdings in British 
industrial concerns, which have de- 
clined about 50 per cent in capital 
value. 


The ex-monarch is in far worse cir- 


cumstances, as a matter of fact, than 
he was at the time of the revolution 
in Portugal. He has no resources to 
fall back on and no one to come to 
his aid. 


Queen Alexandra Feels Pinch. 


Queen Alexandra has also felt the 


results of tbe war severely 
Her ma- 


jesty's extravagance and'carelessness 
about her money affairs are matters 
that have caused a good deal of talk 
in the royal entourage of late. 


During the last season Queen Alex- 


andra entertained in the most elabor- 
ate and costly way at Marlborough 
house, and as a result piled up very 
considerable liabilities; to pay these 
it became necessary that she should 
overdraw her banking account for a 
sum of $250,000; while arrangements 
were being made for this overdraft 
the war broke out, and her majesty's 
bankers would not entertain the idea 
of the loan. 


Her majesty for some short time 


was placed in tbe most embarrassed 
position, for she could not obtain even 
any ready money, a fairly plentiful 
supply of which is necessary to keep 
the establishments at Marlborough 
house and Sandringham going, and 
there were certain liabilities to trades- 
people which, though there was no 
actual legal obligation on the part of 
Quene Alexandra to pay at once, pay- 
ment could not be withheld without 
giving rise to unpleasant gossip. 


Prince Arthur of Connaught has lost 


an income of about three thousand 
five hundred dollars .arising out of 
money invested in Germany, which 
was settled on him by his maternal 
grandfather. This was all the private 
means the prince had before his mar- 
riage, but he got, of course, an im- 
mense fortune with his 
-wife, and 


neither he nor the princess have suf- 
fered any special inconvenience by 
the present financial disturbances 


The 
Duke of 
Saxe-Coburg 
and 


Gotha, a first cousin of King George, 
who has thrown in his lot with the 
German and is fighting for his native 
country, has lost for the moment a 
sum of about nine thousand dollars 
which he had banked in London and 
payment of which has been refused to 
the duke's agent in London. 


Kaiser Sells English Securities. 


Before the outbreak of the war the 


kaiser was holder of a considerable 
block of English government stock 
and also of some British industrial 
shares and railroad stock. 
Over two 


months ago the kaiser disposed of his 
holdings, which was assigned in trust 
for the German emperor to the Prin 
cess Henry of Battenberg. The prin 
cess, by the way, is one of the wealth 
iest of foreign royalties in London 
She will continue to receive the inter 
est on it until the end of the war, 
when she will pass it back to the kai 
ser. 


King George derives practically all 


his private income from money in 
vested either in England or the col 
onies, and has not, therefore, suffered 
any special loss by the war, but it has 
necessitated many calls on his purse 
both in the way of helping his rela 
tives at home and in the subscriptions 
he has been called upon to give to 
the various charitable funds for the 
relief of distress. The most extraor- 
dinary 
economies 
have, 
therefore 


been made in the management of the 
royal establishment. 


Porridge and fruit form the regular 


breakfast now at Buckingham palace, 
with eggs and bacon once a week and 
fish twice a week. Meat has appeared 
on the royal table only once a week 
since the outbreak of war 
One way 


and another the living expenses at 
Buckingham palace have been reduced 
by nearly 50 per cent.

## Mother" has it easier I 


—•old by GrocMi 


London.—All because of the war, 
which spares neither the high nor the 
lowly, several minor royalties resi* 
dent in England find themselves with­ 
in hailing distance of the poorhouse 
as a result of having been deprived al­ 
together of their incomes and several 
of them actually would be in want but 
for the fact tha*k King George has 
come to their assistance. 
Meanwhile 
not only the king and queen them­ 
selves but several of the other most 
exalted members of the royal circle 
have been hard hit in a financial way, 
and at least one of them has been 
placed in a mightily embarrassing and 
humiliating position. 


Prince Christian’s Income Gone. 
Prince and Princess Christian, for 
example, have had their entire private 
income which came from German gov­ 
ernment annuities and money invested 
In German securities swept away. The 
prince, however, as the chief ranger 
at Windsor, has a salary of $2,000 per 
annum and as such he also occupies 
Cumberland Lodge, one of the finest 
residences at Windsor in the king’s 
gift, rent free. 


It Is absolutely impossible for the 
prince to keep up this establishment 
on a salary of only $2,000 a year, 
which would not be sufficient to pay 
the servants’ wages. The prince and 
his family before the war had an in­ 
come of about $14,000 per annum, and 
this has now absolutely ceased, for it 
all came from Germany. 


Prince Christian, like many other 
minor royalties in England, lived up 
to the last penny of his income, and 
when sudden financial pressure came 
he had no resources of any Bort to fall 
back on, and tradesmen about Wind­ 
sor, to many of whom the prince was 
♦ In debt., refused to deliver tho usual 
monthly orders without cash when 
the prince could not pay, 


King George came to Ills relative’s 
aid and arranged with tlie tradespeo­ 
ple at Windsor to supply Cumberland 
lodge with necessaries i;i tho way of 
food. 


Queen’s Brother in Bad Way, 


Prince and Princess Alexander of 
Teck, who are notoriously among tho 
most impecunious of royalties in Eng­ 
land, have also lost practically all 
their private means through the war, 
Tho prince, who is, of course, Queen 
Mary's brother, received an income of 
about four thousand dollars por annum 
from interest on mortgages on real 
ostato in North Germany, and tho prln* 
ceas has about two thousand dollars 
per annum from Gorman government 
annuities. 


tjueen Mary lius had to como from 
tlmo to time to tho aid of her brother, 
but her majesty now has to support 
both him and tho princess and their 
family altogether. 
Tho prjnco was 
appointed some littlo while back gov­ 
ernor general of Canada, but it is un­ 
likely tliat hi» royal highness will go 
to Canudu until the war is over, 


Tho jirlnco and princess with their 
family are mow occupying a few rooms 
at Bt. James palace. 
They have but 
two servants and are living In the 
plainest and simplest manner. 


Of ull royalties in iCnglund the ex* 


king of Portugal and Queen Victoria, 
his wife, have suffered most severely 
in pocket by the war, and the royal 
residence at Twickenham has been 
thrown into utter confusion. 


The whole of tho income of the 
queen 
was 
derived 
from 
German 
sources, and of course ceased, but that 
did not amount to very much, not 
more than a few hundreds a year. But 
King Manuel, who had invested very 
largely lately in Russian and French 
securities, on the advice of his banker 
in Paris, has for the moment been de­ 
prived of nearly the whole of a con­ 
siderable income, excepting the inter­ 
est on some of his holdings in British 
industrial concerns, which have de­ 
clined about 50 per cent in capital 
value. 


The ex-monarch is in far worse cir­ 
cumstances, as a matter of fact, than 
he was at the time of the revolution 
in Portugal. 
He has no resources to 
fall back on and no one to come to 
his aid. 


Queen Alexandra Feels Pinch. 


Queen Alexandra has also felt the 
results of the war severely. Her ma­ 
jesty’s extravagance and'carelessness 
about her money affairs are matters 
that have caused a good deal of talk 
in the royal entourage of late. 


During the last season Queen Alex­ 
andra entertained in the most elabor- 


\ ate and costly way at Marlborough 
house, and as a result piled up very 
considerable liabilities; to pay these 
it became necessary that she should 
overdraw her banking account for a 
sum of $250,000; while arrangements 
were being made for this overdraft 
t)ie war broke out, and her majesty's 
bankers would not entertain the idea 
of the loan. 


Her majesty for some short time 
was placed in the most embarrassed 
position, for she could not obtain even 
any ready money, a fairly plentiful 
supply of which is necessary to keep 
the establishments at Marlborough 
house and Sandringham going, and 
there were certain liabilities to trades­ 
people which, though there was no 
actual legal obligation on the part of 
Quene Alexandra to pay at once, pay­ 
ment could not be withheld without 
giving rise to unpleasant gossip. 


Prince Arthur of Connaught has lost 


an income of about three thousand 
five hundred dollars .arising out of 
money invested in Germany, which 
was settled on him by his maternal 
grandfather. This was all the private 
means the prince had before his mar­ 
riage, but he got, of course, an im­ 
mense fortune with 
his wife, and 
neither he nor the princess have suf­ 
fered any special inconvenience by 
the present financial disturbances. 


The 
Duke 
of 
Saxe-Coburg 
and 
Gotha, a first cousin of King George, 
who has thrown in his lot with the 
German and is fighting for his native 
country, has lost for the moment a 
sum of about nine thousand dollars 
which he had banked in London and 
payment of which has been refused to 
the duke’s agent in London. 


Kaiser Sells English Securities. 


Before the outbreak of the war the 
kaiser was holder of a considerable 
block of English government stock 
and also of some British industrial 
shares and railroad stock. 
Over two 
months ago the kaiser disposed of hia 
holdings, which was assigned in trust 
for the German emperor to the Prin­ 
cess Henry of Battenberg. The prin­ 
cess, by the way, Is one of the wealth­ 
iest of foreign royalties in London. 
She will continue to receive the inter­ 
est on it until the end of the war, 
when she will pass it back to the kai­ 
ser. 


King George derives practically all 
his private income from money in­ 
vested either in England or the col­ 
onies, and has not, therefore, suffered 
any special loss by the war, but it ha» 
necessitated many calls on his purse 
both in the way of helping his rela­ 
tives at home and In the subscriptions 
he has been called upon to give to 
the various charitable funds for the 
relief of distress. 
The most extraor 
dinary 
economies 
have, 
therefore, 
been made in the management of the 
royal establishment. 


Porridge and fruit form the regular 
breakfast now at Buckingham palace, 
with eggs and bacon once a week and 
fish twice a week. Meat has appeared 
on the royal table only once a week 
since the outbreak of war. 
One wray 
and another the living expenses at 
Buckingham palace have been reduced 
by nearly 50 per cent. 


MODERN WAR ARMS 


Death Dealt by Machines— Bat 
ties Turn to Slaughter. 


Wounded Officer Telle Striking Story 
of Horrors Attendant Upon Pres­ 
ent Manner of Killing in the 
Great European Conflict. 


Paris.—In an interview a wounded 
officer told a striking utory of the 
terrible results of war with modern 
arms, 


“This Is not a war of men," ho 
said; “it is a war of machines. There 
is an appalling soullessness about it 
that is Inhuman, 
Men turn handles 
and death flies out in large bundles. 
That is what this battle has been. It 
is all really one battle on thb Marne 
and tho Aisne. 


"No one can oven conceive what 
the battlo has been who Jms not seen 
tho battlefield. 
Men could never kill 
ono another by heaps and hecatombs. 
They would sicken at such wholesale 
slaughter. They would cry; 
’We are 
soldiers, not butchers.’ 
A battlefield 
should not be an abattoir,

We find them as wo go 
over tho fields of battlo kneeling or 
sitting in the trenches in a natural 
attitude just as if they were still 
alive, just as they knelt or sat when 
a shell burst and in an instant suffo­ 
cated them with melinite fumes.” 


A lied Cross ntjrso, a clever, busi­ 
nesslike French woman, who had ex­ 
perience in tho Balkan war, said:

Ham Salad, Jel- 


lied.—Soak a quar- 
ter of a box of gel- 


atin in one-quarter of a cupful of cold 
water, add three-quarters of a cupful of 
boiling chicken stock and strain. Add 
one cupful of ham chopped and highly 
seasoned with cayenne and lemon 
juice. 
Let stand until it begins to 


thicken, then add a cupful of whipped 
cream and turn into a mold 


Sweet Potatoea and Apples, South- 


ern Style.—Put a layer of boiled sweet 
potatoes in a deep buttered baking 
dish, add some melted butter to sea- 
son, and then a layer of tart apples, a 
sprinkling of sugar; repeat until four 
potatoes and three apples are used, 
with four tablespoonfuls of butter and 
one-half cupful of sugar. Over the top 
pour one cupful of rich milk and bake 
for an hour in a moderate oven. 


Brown Hash.—Chop fine cold beef 


or mutton, freed from fat and gristle, 
add an equal quantity of chopped pota- 
toes, previously cooked, and sufficient 
stock or water to moisten. Heat slow- 
ly until very hot, spread over the top 
enough beef fat or butter to cover, 
draw away from the direct heat and let 
it cook slowly 20 minutes. Fold like an 
omelet and turn out on a hot platter. 


Olive Sandwiches.—Chop fine and 


pound to a pulp a dozen olives arid a 
half cupful of crisp celery, add an 
eighth of a teaspoonful of made mus- 
tard, one teaspoonful of catchup, two 
tablespoonfuls of cracker crumbs, verj 
fine, and a cupful of mayonnaise.

tion. The "salvo" race were thought 
to be a people of great wealth and 
splendor, well versed in witchcraft 
and in the use of magic drums, while 
in comparison the Lapps considered 
themselves to be but poor, miserable 
creatures constantly in need of the 
protection, instruction and aid of the 
others.

underground pygmies of fairy folklore*

Olive Sandwiches.—Chop fine and 
pound to a pulp a dozen olives and a 
half cupful of crisp celery, add an 
eighth of a teaspoonful of made mus­ 
tard, one teaspoonful of catchup, two 
tablespoonfuls of cracker crumbs, very 
fine, and a cupful of mayonnaise.

The "salvo" race were thought 
to be a people of great wealth and 
splendor, well versed in witchcraft 
and in the use of magic drums, while 
in comparison tho Lapps considered 
themselves to be but poor, miserable 
creatures constantly in need of the 
protection, instruction and aid of the 
others. 


Hence, probably the Nibelungs or 
dwarfs or elves or gnomes or other 
underground pygmies of fairy folklore»

The new war tax bill which becomes 


effective upon the signature of President 
Wilson, is to provide the revenue which 
has been cut off by the European situa 
tion. There are a number of ways in 
which the people will directly feel the 
effects of the new tax and many indirect 
ways. The banks must pay $1 per $1000 
of capital, surplus and undivided profits; 
>ropritors of moving picture theatres, 
academy of music and high school audi 
torium, taxes ranging from $10 to $75; 
bowling alleys and billiard rooms, $5 for 
each alley or table; holders of bonds and 
certificates of stock, 5 cents on each $100 
of values ; promisary notes, 2 cents per 
5100; express and freight bills of lading,

Immediately preceding the election.
